Groat Shop Keepers. 


In Scrtiitier for July, "Dr. Holland 


s»Y3 ttat A. T. Stewart's business 
was one which he ;lul not do, and 
could not do, without n depressing 
influence upon the sumo business 
for a livlihooil. His great ostnbl-sh- 
ment was n shadow that hung over 
all the others in the town. The man 
with ten dr twenty thousand dollars; 
the ma'tf with ft hundred thousand 
dollars; tho man with one thousand 
dollars, each, alike, was obliged to 
compote with this man, who had 
millions outside of the necessities of 
his enormous business. Tho hosier, 
hufter, milliner glove-dealer, carpet- 
dealer, npholstt-rtr, nil were obliged 
to compote with Stewnrt. If he had 
followed a si:itflo line of business, it 
would have been liiti'erent; but he 
followed all lines. Wherever he saw 
ft profit to be made, in any lino of 
bnsiness that was at all congruous 
with dry-goods, he made it. He 
thns became & formidable competitor 
with half the siior keepers in New 
York. His capital made it possible 
for him to rnin men by the, turn of 
his hand—to fix prices at which 
everybody was obliged to sail at any 
loss. However 
proud 
the New 


Yorkers mav have been of liis won- 
derful establishment—and there is 
no doubt that it was pretty univer- 
sally regarded with pride—it is easy 
now to see, in this period of unex- 
ampled dej-'U'ssiou, that our business 
men at large would lie in a much 
bettor condition if that establish- 
ment had never existed. If all the 
money that hns gone to swell his 
useless estate had been divided 
among small dealers, hundreds of 
stores, now idle, would be occupied, 
nnd multitudes of men now in 
straightened circumstances, would 
be comparatively prosperous. 


But it is said that he employed, a 


great many people. Yes, he did; 
but did he pay them well ? Would 
they not Lave'been better paid in the 
employ of others? The necessities 
of his position, and his ambition, 
compelled him to pay small prices. 
The great mass of those who served 
him worked hard for the bread that 
fed them, and the clothes that 
covered them. The public bought 
cheaply; the outside dealers suffered; 
the employers laid up no money, 
and Mr. Stewart got rich. Under 
the circumstances, and under the 
necessities of the case, was it desira- 
ble that he should get rich? We 
think not; and we think that the 
final result of this great success in 
•hop keeping is deplorable in every 
way. It has absorbed the prosperi- 
ties of a great multitude of men and 
women. ~Ne>v York would be richer, 
happier, more healthy in all its busi- 
ness aspects, if the great ctore on 
Tenth street had never been built. 
Five hundred men who invested 
their little capital ir the varied lines 
of business, and pay their modest 
rent, and devote their time to their 
affairs, content with profits that give 
them and their families a fair living 
and a few savings for a rainy day, 
are certainly better for a city than a 
single Stewart, who absorbs their 
business and leaves them in distress.

In 1754 Washington, then in com- 


mand of tlie Virginia Bangers at 
Alexandria, ^waiting tlic arrival of 
Oeneral 
Bradcloek's troops, sup- 


ported Mr. Fairfax in an election con- 
test for thr House of Burgesses, 
again?t Mr., afterward Col., "William 
Payae, of tbc Continental Army. 
This seems to ha\e been one of those 
rare occasions when Washington's 
hot blood got the better of his peer- 
less judgment. Fierce words passed 
between the two gentlemen, in the 
Market-square of Alexandia, ending 
by an outburst of rage from Payne, 
in which ho felled Washington to 
the earth. The Hangers rushed from 
their 
barracks 
and surrcramled 


Payne, but Washington, with calm 
dignity, dispersed them. 
A duel 
seemed inevitable. On the follow- 
ing day, however, Washington sent 
for Payne, and, extending his hand, 
said, with a gentle courtesy, that 
touched tho other to the heart: 
"Mr. Payne, to err is human; I 
was wrong yesterday; bur, if you 
have hud sufficient satisfaction, let 
us be friends." Until the day of 
his death, Colonel Payne retained 
for Washington a devoted and un- 
broken regard. ^

Joan of Arc, the Maid of Orleans, 


is, after all, not to be canonized. 
Monseigneur Dnpanlonp, the well- 
known French Bishop, pnrpoiely 
went to Rome to solicit her canon- 
ization at the hands of the Pope, but 
did not aucceed, because Joan of Arc 
•WM convicted as a sorceress by the 
chapter at Ronen, and burned at the 
stake thera as such on May 21, 1431, 
her ashes being thrown into the 
Seine. King Charles VH. did noth- 
ing to avenge her ignominons fate, 
bat waited ten years before he pro- 
nounced her "a martyr to her relig- 
ion, her conntry, and her King."

At tlie quiet little Vmi-g of Marti- 


nez nothing hail been done ior a 
celebration of the Centennial. On 
Monday n:glit those who had no) 
gone to 'Frisco or Clayton, appar- 
ently retired to sleep as usual. Bat 
just at midnight the town was startled 
by the ringing of a large bell in a 
strange locality. Upon inspection

niversary of American liberty, as 
the Declaration of Independence was 
proclaimed throughout the land and 
to all the inhabitants thereof just 
one hundred years ago.

It was not composed of 
hoodlums, but staid, sober, n-.iddle- 
aged citizens, including some county 
officials, whose patriotism swelled 
within them until it burst out in 
this solemn midnight jollification.
